ZONK POSTAL HATES AUK DECLARED TO BE FAIR 


The New York Tribune editorially takes the position that 
the new postal rates for second class matter which went into 
effect -July l are right not only as a war measure but as a means 
of removing the inequalities of the present flat rate—a rate which 
it declares preposterous when applied to the transportation of 
scond-class matter over long distances. The Tribune says: 

“Postmaster General Burleson has framed regulations under 
which the new postal rates for newspapers and periodicals are 
to be put into effect. A postal reform long delayed is nearing 
accomplishment. It has been accomplished in the teeth of pow¬ 
erful opposition, which would undoubtedly have had its way ex¬ 
cept for the needs of the war. 

“The government has been aware for many years that it was 
carrying second-class matter Jjelow cost. It was applying to the 
transportation of the vast output of modern newspapers and mag¬ 
azines a theory of benevolent encouragement which worked well 
enough fifty years ago, when the newspaper and magazine were 
m their infancy, it was giving to bulk mail matter a universal 
flat rate—a rate which was low for a 50-mile carry and which was 
preposterous for a carry from New York to San Francisco or from 
Boston to Sitka, Alaska. 

“Yet the influence of the beneficiaries of the second-class 
mail subsidy was potent enough always to frighten congress into 
inaction. Then the war came along. The treasury needed money, 
and rates on second-class mail were raised along with first-class 
mail. No one spoke up against a 50 per cent increase on letters 
and a 100 per cent increase on postal cards. But a fight lasting for 
months was made against even a 25 per cent increase on the read¬ 
ing matter in newspapers and periodicals. 

“Advertising matter, purely commercial in character, was 
never entitled to any cut in transportation rates because of edu¬ 
cational value. It is now to be sujeeted to graduated zone rates, 
just as parcel post matter is . It deserves to be treated only on a 
commercial basis. 

“Many of the defenders of the old second-class undercharges 
are not yet reconciled to the reform which is at hand. They have 
been trying to get congress to suspend the operation pf the new 
scond-class rates for another year. But at a time when the gov¬ 
ernment is about to double present war taxation such a request 
is fantastic. Second-class mail should pay its way. It should 
more than pay its way if that will help win the war. Freight and 
passengers pay a transportation tax. Why should any class ol 
mail be exempted from a war tax? 

“The new second class rates cannot be repealed while the war 
lasts. And by the time the war is over everybody may lie convinced 
of their moderation and fairness.”

Increasing the production of foodstull $ 21 , 000,000 a year as 
a result ol bringing 75,000 acres ol land in Southern California I 
and the San Joaquin Valley under production by electric irrigation J 
during the past year is a feature of a statement made by President 
W. A. Brackenridge of Southern California Edison Company in 
eference to the announcement by the State Railroad Commission 
that tiie earnings of the company for the fiscal year were $0,758, i 
425.00 and the surplus $1,511,0 11.BO. 

Discussing the work which the company and its subsidiaries 
have done in raising the annual increase of food production j 
m Southern California to over $1:55,000,000 and its plans for fur¬ 
ther increasing the production, while enormously decreasing the 
consumption of oil and other portable fuels required for war pur¬ 
poses, President Brackenridge said: 

Cost of Expansion 

“A total expenditure til $5,01 1.581.555 for new properties was 
necessary in order that the company and its subsidiaries could, j 
during 15)17, increase its production of hydro-electricity, provide j 
transmission and distribution lines, in a region of fifty thousand 
(glare miles to meet the demands of new business chiefly created 
by agriculturists, who are complying with the policy of the gov-j 
eminent in incerasing our food supply. 

“Six hundred thousand barrels of oil which would otherwise 
be consumed at steam plants, is set free for war purposes, by an | 
expenditure of over two million dollars for additional reservoir 
capacity at Huntington Lake. This reservoir supplies the two 
Big Creek water power plants, which we acquired from the Pa¬ 
cific Light and Power Corporation. The reservoir capacity is in¬ 
creased from 5(1,000 to 1)0,000 acre feet. 

Many New Customers 

“To carry out similar increases on other water power plants, 
approximately $500,()()() was spent and it required nearly $2,000,1 
ooo for distributing lines, and equipment and transmission sys¬ 
tems necessary to carry electrical energy to 1 1.705 now’ consum- [ 
ers, making our total number of consumers at the time of filing 
our annual report w ith the Railroad Commission 178,824. 

“On lands which were heretofore only negligibly productive, 
our lines were connected during the year to 800 motors attached 
to pumps for the irrigation of 75,000 acres of land which, accord-1 
ing to Chamber of Commerce statistics, will produce annually I 
$21,000,000 worth of foodstuffs. Shipbuilding, canneries, rolling 
mills, sugar factories, cement plants, planing mills, packing 
houses, refrigeration plants and woodworking machinery re¬ 
quired large additional power installations. 

Enormous Power Load 

“Without regard to the advance of every item that goes into 
the cost of construction and operation and the handicap of delays 
in .shipment, we have increased our connected load 70.68:5 horse¬ 
power in one year and have been glad to hear our part of the war 
burden, and in so doing bringing about demonstrative results. Our I 
present connected load is 51)5,804 horsepower, but hy reason of | 
the wonderful diversity of demands in a region approximately as 
arge as the war zone, which is covered hy our system, we have 
thus far met most of our requirements. 

“If the demand came at one time, as is the case with city 
lighting, it would require plants many times the capacity of all 
that we possess. But by continually shifting the peak of the pow¬ 
er demand, from manufacture hy day, lighting in the evening, 
and irrigation at night, we have been able to keep fairly well 
abreast ol the war production necessities, holding the consump¬ 
tion of oil, which has increased from sixty cents to $1.(50 per bar¬ 
rel, comparatively low. 

More Savings from Water Power 

Plans for an additional saving of 1,500,000 barrels of oil a 
year are back of a recent recommendation of the State Railroad 
commission, concurred in by the Fuel Administration, that we 
make extensive additions to our water power generation. 

“The maintenance of continuous and reliable service and the 
extensions to serve essential industries, and electric ixnver for 
irrigation of agricultural lands arc* of such paramount importance 
that we believe that whatever rate ndjustmnts are necessary 
to maintain the company in strung financial position to provide 
these services, can be safely left to the Railroad Commission of 
the state. We have received considrable assistance from consum¬ 
ers who have purchased stock in our company in amounts neces¬ 
sary to finance extensions of our system for their requirements, 
thus adding to our already huge number of stockholders through¬ 
out th vast territory which we serve in Southrn California.”
